LONDON, (/V )—The British government will not pay a pension 
to the Duke of Windsor, presentation of King George Vi’s c ivil list 
message disclosed today. 

Instead the royal family, from its own pockets, will make an 
allowance to former King Edward VIII. 

There was no mention of the Duke of Windsor in the message, 
presented in the House of Commons. It turned over to C ommons 
the hereditary revenues from the Duchy of Cornwall, formerly held 
by Edward. It asked in return that Commons make provisions for 
the queen, the children of the royal family and the Duke of 
Gloucester. 

The size of the Duke of Windsor’s income since he abdicated has 
been a matter of speculation. Some reports state his grandmother, 
Queen Alexandra, left him about $5,000,000. 

Under last year’s civil list, Edward, as king, received about 
$2,050,000, but agreed not to draw about .$505,000 of it. He lost that 
income when he quit the throne, along with the Duchy revenues he 
had held as Prince of Wales.

TEACHERS ASK GALLON MILK 
PAY BOOST PRICES UP 


A movement for restoration of 
teachers' salaries, cut during the 
depression, was under way in 
Orange county today following a 
conference of the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia section of the state teach¬ 
ers’ association. 

Orange county section of the 
California Teachers’ association 
has not taken the matter up and 
probably will not, A. Haven Smith, 
president of the section, told ’Ibe 
Journal today. He is principal of 
Orange High school. 

Any action toward salary boosts, 
he said, will be taken by teach¬ 
ers, conferring with their own 
school boards. 

Many school boards in the coun¬ 
ty are preparing to deal with the 
problem as budget time ap¬ 
proaches, it was learned. 

Total teachers' salaries for 
Orange county last year were 34 
per cent under the peak salaries 
of 11130-31. 

Total salaries for this year will 
show a slight increase over those 
of last year, but far less than the 
drop made during depression. 

During the same period the 
average daily attendance foi all 
schools in the county shows a 
large net gain. 

Teachers were paid $2,157,824 
in 1930-31, and $1,427,075 in the 
1935-36 fiscal year. 


A gallon of milk cost a nickel 
a gallon more in Santa Ana today. 

Both grade A and raw milk sold 
for 40 cents in a ballon package, 
delivered to the house. The price 
prior to today was 35 cents a gal¬ 
lon, according to C. H. Christie, 
secretary of the Orange County 
Dairyman's association. 

Buttermilk also was being deliv¬ 
ered in gallon packages today, re- ! 
tailing at a delivered price of 30 j 
cents a gallon. 

Twenty-two per cent coffee 
cream was reduced in price. It now 
sells for 47 cents a quart as com¬ 
pared with the former price of 50 
cents, and 14 cents a half-pint as 
compared with the former price 
of 15 cents. 

All-purpose cream, with 30 per 
cent butter-fat, sold today for 55 
cents a quart, a reduction from 60 
cents. It sold for 17 cents a half¬ 
pint, a reduction of one cent over 
the prior price. 

No changes were made in quart 
milk price, which continued to sell 
at 13 cents a quart, delivered.

: court bill and said its adoption 
| would "retain for the supreme 
! court the respect to which it is 
j justly entitled." 

Compromise Hinted 

As he spoke, a hint of a om- 
pronu.se from Senator i nson 
i the Democratic leader, stirred talk 
of a constitutional amendment to I 
accompany the legislation sug¬ 
gested by the President. Robin- 
I son did not specify which of a 
j score of proposed amendments 
| might win administration sup¬ 
port. 

Another large crowd filled the 
hearing room as Green, gesturing 1 
frequently, discussed the supreme 
court’s past rulings on social leg¬ 
islation and said they were not 
the kind to be expected from ; 
judges "trained and tested by the 
realties of current life." 

‘Willing to Take Chance* 

"Labor," he said, "is quite will- 1 
| ing to take its chance with the 
j supreme court in its determina¬ 
tion of constitutional questions 
which vitally affect the lives and 
happiness of the workers if the 
court is constantly re-made and 
re-constructed with men who come 
from close association with their 
fellow men. as recommended by 
the President of the United 
States."

Goering Puts Traitors on Spot 


BERLIN. l/Pi Col. Gen. Her -1 
inann Wilhelm Goering called 
down "woe" today upon the heads 
of those who "believe, perhaps as 
a last resort, that they can over¬ 
power Germany by murder or 
cowardly assassinations." 

In a rearmament day speech 
which some interpreted as an in¬ 
timation thnt a possible attempt 
on the lives * f lauding personali¬ 
ties hail come to the attention of 
the government. Germany's No 2 
man warned "all" at home against 
"playing with fire." 


The reference to a possible at¬ 
tempt at "murder or cowardly 
assassinations" was not contained 
In the published version of General 
Goering’s speech, but the propa¬ 
ganda ministry acknowledged he 
hail said it. 

The propaganda ministry said 
the phrase was merely an impul¬ 
sive outburst against Communists 
and denied it had any special sig¬ 
nificance. 

A stenographic transcript and 
careful translation of the radio 
speech which corresponded with 


the versions of other listeners—- 
showed General Goering said: 

"Let all those who believe, per¬ 
haps as a last resort, that they 
can overpower Germany by mur¬ 
der or cowardly assassinations, be 
told that In such a case, too, the 
ardent love of the whole people 
will form a most secure wall 
around Der Fuehrer and his 
trusted followers. 

“Woe to him who there plays 
with fire! Not only he, not only 
a number all those who are of 


this view and this spirit will burn 
to cinders!” 

General Goering, who has virtu¬ 
ally the functions of German 
prime minister, spoke for only 17 
minutes in commemoration of the 
second anniversary of Adolf Hit¬ 
ler’s re-introduction of conscrip¬ 
tion, in renunciation of the Treaty 
of Versailles, March 16, 1935. 

He not only warned Germany’s 
foreign foes that they would find 
her prepared, but he shouted: 
"Woe to anyone at home who 
I tries to undermine this state!”

J him among the nation's naval 
i heroes. 

I With a crew of seven volun- 
| teers he ran the collier to the har -1 
bar entrance and sunk her on 
June 3, 1898, bottling up the 

Spanish fleet. 

This feat immediately made him 
I a national hero, a topic for school- | 
boy hero lovers for many years, j 
but the action of congress in vot¬ 
ing him the nation's highest 
award did not come until 35 years 
later. Everywhere he went Hob- 
\ son received a "harvest of kisses” 

I for his valor. 

Presented Medal in 1933

MONGOLS SET 
SELVES FREE 

Form Own Independent 
State, Reportedly 
Aided by Japan 

KALGAN (CHAHAR PROV¬ 
INCE), China. GP>—The Mongol 
hordes of northern China were re¬ 
ported by missionaries today to 
have declared their independence 
from China and proclaimed them¬ 
selves a new nation—Mongokuo— 
"similar" to the Japanese-inspired 
state of Manchoukuo. 

Wholly unconfirmed reports, 
brought to this last northern out¬ 
post of Chinese influence by mis¬ 
sionaries from the snow wastes of 
northern Chahar, said that the ir¬ 
regular troops of the rebellious 
Mongol Prince Teh Wang had es¬ 
tablished the new state with the 
assistance of Japanese advisors 
and military men. 

See War Threat 

The startling advices caused 
Kalgan political circles to seethe 
with uncertainty over the future 
of all north China, many seeing in 
the alleged establishment of the 
puppet state of Mongokuo a threat 
of possible war between Japan and 
China. 

Adding to the dangers of the 
situation, Mongols here said, was 
the fact that Prince Teh's going 
over to the Japanese had cost him 
his influence with his own people 
to such an extent establishment 
of a new regime would have been 
possible only under compulsion. 

Area Size of Ohio 

The reports said the new na-1 
tion carved out of northern Chahar j 
province included an area roughly j 
the size of the state of Ohio. 

Bounded on the north by Outer 
Mongolia, on the east by Jehol 
province, already under Japanese 
domination, and on the west by 
the strongly fortified Chinese 
province of Suiyuan, its southern 
border was said to have been 
placed along the great wall ex¬ 
tending at one point to within 20 
miles north of Kalgan. 

SOURCES IN TOKYO 
DISCREDIT REPORTS 

TOKYO, l/P> -Informed sources 
declared today they believed re¬ 
ports a new nation had been 
carved out of north China were 
groundless and added the barren 
nature of the country made it un¬ 
likely Japan would actively sup¬ 
port or promote a Mongol regime 
there.

The Mojave river as a source of 
new water for Orange county 
i ame back into the picture today. 

Members of the committee on 
water importation, a branch of the 
county-wide committee of 50 
named to study county water 
problems are taking an active 
j interest in the Mojave river now. 
The Journal learned today. 

Yesterday Elmer Crawford, 
chairman of the Importation com¬ 
mittee, accompanied by Brad Hel- 
lis of the Irvine ranch and Dian 
Gardner, president of the farm 
bureau, took a tour of inspection 
along the Mojave river. 

Two Possible Sources 

When the report of this im¬ 
portant committee is presented, 
the Mojave river will be one of two 
sources suggested, The Journal 
learned. The other source will be 
! the Metropolitan Water district. 
Aside from these two sources, 
members of the committee feel, 
there is little chance of bringing 
large volumes of water into this 
county. 

Crav "ord said it is estimated 
that a total of 100,000 acre feet of 
water, a tremendous volume, is 
coursing down the Mojave now, 
most of it going to waste. The 
water, he said, is of excellent qual¬ 
ity and there is lots of it. 

More than a year ago Orange 
county was intensely interested in 
securing water from the Mojave 
river. Reports by federal engi¬ 
neers, made at the request of 
Orange, San Bernardino and Riv¬ 
erside counties, said that 40,000 
acre feet of water annually was 
available for the three counties at 
that time. 

Surplus Shown 

Representatives of the Orange 
County Water district, with water 
interests of the other two coun¬ 
ties, requested the United States 
Department of Agriculture to 
make an agricultural economic 
survey of the Mojave river lands 
to determine how much land could 
be supplied with the water. The 
survey showed that a surplus of 
water existed in the Mojave 
district. 

It was planned that each of the 
, thre# counties would get one third 
of the water, to be brought into 
the Santa Ana river and sunk, to 
be used later for irrigation 
, purposes. 

, Total cost of the project was 
sa : o be $9,000,000, but it also 

wa said that the entire cost, to be 
split by the three counties, could 
be repaid in 40 years through the 
sale of water and development of 
power for sale.

harbor of Santiago, and sinking 
the paritally dismantled Merrimac 
in the channel under persistent 
fire from the enemy fleet and 
shore fortifications. 

The Merrimac steamed into the 
narrow channel under Spanish 
gunfire. Soon her under rudder 
was shot away, making it impos¬ 
sible to swing the vessel around 
and sink her directly across the 
harbor entrance as had been plan¬ 
ned. 

Taken Prisoner 

Under heavy fire from the Span¬ 
ish ships and shore batteries, she 
continued her course up the chan- 
rel. All about her, mines and tor¬ 
pedoes exploded. 

A raft had been brought along 
io carry the men back to the flag- 
chip. He ordered it to be launched, 
fired the explosives which were to 
sink the Merrimac. and jumped 
aboard the boat with the crew as 
she sank, 

A strong tide prevented their 
reaching the channel. For more 
tnan an hour the men hung on the 
frail craft, when an enemy boat 
picked them up and took them 
pi isoners. 

They were confined four days 
in Morro Castle, later transfer¬ 
red to a vessel used by the Span¬ 
iards as hospital ship, and on 
July 6, were returned to their 
o\v es through an exchange of 
p’ s effected by Col. John 

Jai stor, of the American gen¬ 
eral .Staff. They were exchanged 
for a Spanish lieutenant and 14 
enlisted men. 

All over the world went the 
news of the heroic effort Rob¬ 
son and his crew made. Navy men 
praise it as one of the most sig¬ 
nal instances of courage in naval 
history. 

Admiral Cervera, in command 
of the Spanish fleet in the har¬ 
bor, dispatched one of his aides, 
after Hobson and his crew were 
taken prisoners to give assurance 
of their safety, and to praise their 
bravery. 

Promoted at 29 

Hobson received an ovation 
when he returned to the United 
States. 

In 1899 President McKinley 
gave Hobson "the hero of the 
Merrimac," "the man who bottled 
up the Spanish flet in Santiago 
harbor," one of the greatest pro¬ 
motions as a recognition of gal¬ 
lantry in the history of the naval 
service. 

His promotion, "for extraordi¬ 
nary heroism,” placed him above 
all the lieutenant commanders and 
nearly at the top of the com¬ 
mander’s list. At this time Hob¬ 
son was only 29.

The council received a letter 
from the California league of Mu¬ 
nicipalities, which announced be¬ 
ginning of a campaign to amend 
the national banking act.

City Auditor Lloyd Banks said 
that it would mean a loss of $1200 
a year to Santa Ana if no interest 
is received on public funds on de¬ 
posit.

Just at the time when thousands 
cf retail grocers had failed and 
other thousands had begun to see 
visions of bankruptcy proceedings 
.some far-seeing wholesale grocers 
conceived and began to success¬ 
fully develop the first voluntary 
chair Red & White.

It’s time to start cleaning weeds 
off vacant lots in the city of Santa 
Ana. Particularly the wingy and 
downy weeds. 

The city of Santa Ana today 
served notice on owners of about 
5000 vacant lots in the city that 
now is the time to make plans to 
lid the vacant lots of weeds. 

Property owners will be given 
two months or more in which to 
clean up the lots. Otherwise the 
city will move in and clean the 
lots for the property owners. 
Charging them for the service, 
however. 

City Engineer J. L. McBride said 
that usually the city has to clean 
about 2000 of the 5000 vacant lots. 
The lots usually are cleaned by 
plowing under. It is important to 
plow under the weeds before they 
bear seeds, which float through 
the air and bed down in many 
other places. 

A resolution adopted by the city 
council last night called attention 
to the annual campaign against 
the nuisance of weeds. The cam¬ 
paign is being started earlier than 
usual this year. The program was 
started in May last year. Lots to 
be cleaned will be posted by the 
city. 

In addition to being a nuisance, 
the weeds present a fire hazard 
when they dry out. as they are 
highly inflammable, it. was pointed 
out. There are expected to be 
more weeds than ever this year 
because of the heavy rains, but 
plowing should be easier for that 
reason.

H U N T I NGTON BEACH.- On 
April 29 voters of Huntington 
Beach will have the opportunity 
to decide whether or not they de¬ 
sire a new city charter. 

After several lengthy council 
meetings threshing out controver¬ 
sial points, the council last night 
voted to call a special election on 
that date. The motion to adopt 
the resolution calling the election 
on the charter was made by Coun¬ 
cilman Arl Henrikson and second¬ 
ed by Councilman Lee Chamness. 

It was necessary to decide th<* 
matter this week in order to have 
the time required by law for 
publieation before the election and 
to canvass the vote so as to pre¬ 
sent the charter to the state legis¬ 
lature before it adjourns, probably 
early in May. 

The ehief controversial points 
whieh were settled at last night’s 
meeting were those pertaining to 
election or appointment of the 
chief of police, city clerk, city 
treasurer, city attorney and city 
judge and whether or not council- 
men named under the proposed 
charter should be from districts 
or at large. 

• The charter, as adopted by the 
council, leaves the situation the 
same as at present. The city 
clerk and treasurer are elected, 
the city attorney, chief of police 
and judge appointed, and the 
councilman elected at large.

Don Marcos was a son of the 
famed John Forster, who came to 
California from England as the 
captain of an old-time sailing ves¬ 
sel. Don Juan, as he was known, 
married into a Spanish family, bo¬ 
re ruing the husband of Ysidora 
Pico, sister of Governor Pio Pico 
of historical note. 

He controlled this huge area in 
the southern part of what now is 
Orange county Santa Margarita, 
Mision Viejo and Trabuco ranchos, 
all old Spanish grants. After his 
death, his heirs assumed heavy 
debts to retain the land and finally 
it went the way of all mortgages, 
being turned over to Charles 
Crocker. Latur James Flood took 
over the huge estate, and finally 
Richard O’Neill became the owner. 
Thus ended the era of the Spanish 
grants here.

Orange county can make $10,- 
000,000 from the Huntington 
Beach tideland oil pool. 

What is more, Orange county 
probably will make it, if predic¬ 
tions made today by Supervisor 
N. E. West are realized. 

West said he thought the state 
will get about 40 per cent in roy¬ 
alties on the tideland pool, when 
drilling bills finally are passed. 

He estimated, conservatively, 
that the pool contains about 250,- 
000,000 barrels of oil at $1 a 
barrel! 

$4,000,000 Yearly 

If a bill giving the state 40 per 
rent royalty is approved, that, 
would mean $100,000,000 in roy¬ 
alty. 

The pool probably could be 
pumped dry in 25 years, at 10,- 
000,000 barrels a year, meaning 
an annual income to the state of 
$4,000,000. 

And here is where the county I 
cuts in. The county of Orange I 
probably would be granted about 
TO per cent of the state’s royalty 
or- $400,000 a year, with the city ' 
of Huntington Beach to get about 
half that, or $200,000 a year, or 
$5,000,000 in 25 years. 

And over a 25-year period of 
pumping the state would make 
$ 100 , 000 , 000 . 

Action Tomorrow 

In the meantime the state legis¬ 
lature has locked horns ori at 
least two drilling measures again 
this year, with more to come. ! 
Last year it passed two separate , 
measures throwing th»* pool open, 
only to have them die in the gov¬ 
ernor’s office, for lack of sig¬ 
nature. 

The Olson and Swing oil bills I 1 
for development of the Huntington 
Beach tideland oil pool will be up 1 
for final consideration in the state 
senate tomorrow. Through a 
clerical error the bills were placed 
on the file for final passage today. 
This was rectified and an agree- < 
ment was reached to consider 1 
them tomorrow. 


The city council last night hung 
out a “no sale” sign on a proposal 
that it participate in lobbying. 

Councilmen did this despite the 
fact that they appeared to be in 
sympathy with the matter under 
discussion, that of supporting a 
fish preserve bill introduced in the 
state legislature by Assemblyman 
Clyde Watson of Orange county. 

Mayor Fred Rowland had re¬ 
ceived a letter from the Orange 
County Coast association, asking 
that the council contribute some 
money, the amount not suggested, 
for sending a representative to 
Sacramento on behalf of the 
measure. 

Councilman Plummer Bruns 
suggested that the city council let 
the city attorney and city auditor 
determine if the city could help 
finance the lobbyist, but objec¬ 
tions were raised by other mem¬ 
bers of the council.

subject to arrest. The new law 
makes It a misdemeanor to beg in 
the residential areas as well as in 
the downtown district. 


A protest against plans to close 
an alley between South Main and 
Sycamore streets was received by 
the city council yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

Signed by C. M. Trusty and Son, 
the letter said that the protestants 
had purchased lots on South Main 
and planned to erect business 
buildings.

A law to fix traffic fixers was 
given first reading by the city 
council last night. 

Handed to the city council with¬ 
out recommendation by City At¬ 
torney L. W. Blodget ami the po¬ 
lice commissioner, the new ordi¬ 
nance provides penalties for “fix¬ 
ing’’ traffic tickets meted out by 
officers. 

Nowhere in the state of Califor¬ 
nia has such a law been adopted, 
Blodget said, but Chief of Police 
Floyd W. Howard asked that the 
ordinance be passed to ease the 
burden from the shoulders of cops 
who are asked by their friends to 
“fix” tickets. 

The law says: “It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person to request, 
attempt to influence or solicit any 
police officer or the chief of police 
of the city of Santa Ana to with¬ 
draw, drop, dismiss, cancel or dis¬ 


continue any prosecution for viola¬ 
tion of any statute of the state of 
California, or any ordinance of 
the city of Santa Ana against any 
person who has signed a promise 
in writing to appear in court upon 
a written notice to so appear, is¬ 
sued by a police officer of said 
city.” 

The section does not apply to 
any person who has made such 
promise to appear, who may be 
discussing such prosecution with 
the officer or officers issuing such 
notice, nor to any member of the 
state bar of California, represent¬ 
ing such person so promising, as 
an attorney-at-law. 

Any person violating any provi¬ 
sion of the ordinance will be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and, upon con¬ 
viction. can be punished by a fine 
of $50 or imprisonment in the 
county jail for five days, or both.

A new and succulent taste may 
be given either fresh or canned 
peas by cooking them in the fol¬ 
lowing simple way: 

Peas a la Francaise 

For each pound of green peas, 
shelled, aillow 1 small white onion, 
1 lettuce leaf, 1 tablespoon butter, 
a small sprig of parsley, % tea¬ 
spoon sugar and about 1-3 tea¬ 
spoon salt. Melt the butter in the 
bottom of a saucepan, add the 
shredded lettuce, the finely minced 
parsley and the whole onion. Add 
peas, which have been washed, but 
not drained, the sugar and salt. 
Cover tightly and simmer about 
20 minutes. Add a tablespoon 
water after the first 5 minutes’ 
cooking. When done add another 
lump of butter and toss until the 
peas are coated, then serve at 
once. Canned peas may be pre¬ 
pared in this way if you cook the 
shredded lettuce and onion until 
tender before adding the well- 
drained peas.

How frequently we include the 
words "good nursing" in a cam¬ 
paign for improved health, es¬ 
pecially in acute illness. We do 
it, no doubt, with little personal 
though for the human factors in¬ 
volved. Long hours, exhausting 
service, patience, tact and re¬ 
sourcefulness, are all taken for 
granted. 

Consider the requirements de¬ 
manded of those who qualify for 
nursing. Just as we often hear 
the statement that not all young 
people should go to college, so do 
doctors think that only those 
qualified by temperament and in¬ 
tellect should begin the long and 
arduous course required for a de¬ 
gree in nursing. 

In the beginning, the educational 
curriculum in nursing must be 
accredited high school course. 

There are now many phases of 
activity to be considered. The field 
of public health is constantly en¬ 
larging, as is also the prospect of 
openings in industrial plants and 
large department stores. Fre¬ 
quently these latter positions call 
for keen judgment in fitting the 
worker to the job, since industry 
is learning that health conserva¬ 
tion can be measured in terms of 
dollars and cents. 

Then there is hospital adminis¬ 
tration dietetics, social work or 
always the private sick room. Here 
is probably the place where we 
find required the greatest re¬ 
sourcefulness, the unlimited pa¬ 
tience and endurance, the most un¬ 
ruffled temperament. 

To the "practical nurse,” too. we 
pay tribute. She is ofter mother, 
cook, laundress, housekeejer, as 
well as nurse. 1 hough she may 
lack the badge and special uni¬ 
form, she brings native intelli¬ 
gence, skill and good management 
to a disorganized household as she 
restores health and happiness to 
the sick room. 

This year the International 
Council of Nurses meets in Lon¬ 
don in July. Let some kindly 
philanthropist send a dozen or 
more nurses who haven't money 
enough of their own. They wiil 
bring back not only new ideas of 
promotion, but new ideas of friend¬ 
ship to promote the world's wel¬ 
fare.

FOR A LIVING 


WASHINGTON. (A’l—The coun¬ 
try’s first congresswoman lobbies 
for a living and likes it. 

Miss Jeannette Rankin, who 
served two years in the house from 
Montana in 1917-18 and made two 
unsuccessful races for the senate, 
explained today: 

“I’ve been lobbying for peace— 
as an employe of the national 
council for the prevention of war 
—since 1929.” Sipping coffee in 
• he senators’ private restaurant on 
Capitol Hill, she added: 

“Why call It anything else? 
There are good and bad everything 
-—even lobbyists 

“I lobbied for woman suffrage 
before we got It in Montana. 
When we did, they sent me to 
Washington—probably decided I 
could do more lobbying in con¬ 
gress than outside.” 

She voted against entering the 
World war. When she was de¬ 
feated for the senate, peace groups 
sought her services. But none of 
their anti-war programs, she said, 
seemed practicable to her. 

"When the Kellogg pact re¬ 
nounced war as an instrument of 
national policy, I saw a chance to 
get legislation to prevent war,” 
she said. "I’ve been at it ever 
since." 

With a shake of her gray bobbed 
hair, Miss Rankin emphasized that 
she really works at lobbying. But 
she’s under no illusion that she 
ran change a legislator's mind by 
talk. That, she said, is a job for 
the constituents back home. 

The Rankin lobby method, de¬ 
veloped by lobbying for anti-war 
legislation, prescribes numerous 
visits to congressmen. (She has 
called at the offices of 105 rep¬ 
resentatives and 34 senators since 
Jan. 3.) 

The calls should be aimed not at 
mind-changing but at getting ac¬

Approval of a new WPA proj¬ 
ect to clean out drainage ditches 
and do other flood control work 
in Santa Ana was given by the 
city council last night. 

Presented by City Engineer .1. 
L. McBride, the project will 
employ 75 men at a total cost of 
$24,449, of which the city wiil pay 
$2016. 

Silt will be cleaned out of 
drainage ditches. The project 
calls for clearing, grubbing, re¬ 
moving obstructions and exca¬ 
vating various drainage ditches 
and the Santiago creek channel. 
Willows and weeds in the creek 
channel will be taken out. 

The project also calls for drain¬ 
age work on English, Fifteenth, 
Bristol, Flower, Delhi streets and 
the ditch from First to Fifth 
street west of English streets. 

It also calls for improvement of 
the Santiago creek crossing on 
Bristol street and removal of an 
existing corrugated 48-inch iron 
pipe in the culvert at Bristol and 
Edingcr streets and replacement 
with a 60-inch pipe. The area in 
this district was flooded from the 
recent heavy rains.

A plea for removal of a flood 
menace along Santiago creek con¬ 
fronted the city council today. It 
v. as presented by property owners 
yesterday afternoon. 

A petition signed by D. R. Bat¬ 
tle and 19 others requested the 
council to investigate the hazard 
and do something about it. The 
hazard it was said, exists partic¬ 
ularly along the south bank of the 
creek. 

The matter was referred to City 
Engineer J. L. McBride, who sug¬ 
gested that WPA project be drawn 
up to construct retaining walls 
along the creek from the Santa 
Ana boulevard bridge to Flower 
street. 

Members of the city council sug¬ 
gested that it would be a good 
thing if the retaining walls could 
be constructed along the creek 
clear out to the river. It was point¬ 
ed out in the two flood conditions 
which existed here recently the re¬ 
taining walls built by the city with 
WPA assistance stood up well and 
were not damaged by the torrents 
or water which rushed down the 
creek. 

McBride said he can secure ease¬ 
ments from property owners for 
construction of the proposed re¬ 
taining wall, but one property 
owner, an attorney, refuses the 
< itv an easement across the bed 
of the creek.

Reduce the Sale Tax! 

TDEVELATION by State Controller Harry Riley that 
sales tax collections have jumped 20 per cent during 
the first eight months of this fiscal year removes all 
doubt of the wisdom and propriety of a reduction in the 
tax from 3 per cent to 2 1/ 1 . per cent. 

Between July 1 and March 1 the sales tax brought in 
§62,710,000 as against §52,323,000 in the same eight 
months of last year. This means that it will yield at 
least 100 million dollars for the year ending June 30 and 
at the 3 per cent rate it will yield something like 220 mil¬ 
lion dollars during the next biennium. 

That is more money from sales taxes than the state 
needs to meet Governor Merriam’s budget, to wipe out 
the existing deficit and to leave a substantial surplus. 

A sales tax of 2\^ per cent would yield about 185 
million during the next biennium, which would be ample 
with other taxes to finance the state and provide a 
surplus. 

Not only could the legislature safely reduce the tax 
from 3 per cent to 2 1 /” per cent, but it could also extend 
the existing exemption of food to food served in res¬ 
taurants. 

A sales tax bears heavily on those least able to af¬ 
ford it. California accepted it as a necessity of the 
emergency and as business recovers the sales tax should 
be reduced as promptly and as much as possible. 

Incidentally the jump in sales tax collections is a 
reliable measurement of returning prosperity in Califor¬ 
nia. Our people bought just 20 per cent more in the past 
eight months than in the same months of 1935-36. 

Might Work in Utopia 

B EFORE Sacramento acts on the proposal to fix the 
price of eggs, milk, haircuts and other commodities, j 
it might give the idea a test in the acid bath of elementary 
economics. 

Everyone knows that prices are largely regulated by 
the fundamental law of supply and demand. The most 
energetic effort of the legislature cannot repeal this law 
any more than it can stop the sun and halt the tides. 

Establishment of a rigid price scale in any line is, in 
the final analysis, just as impractical as passing a law 
like this for the benefit of newspaper publishers: 

Be it hereby commanded, by law, that al! newspapers 
retail at 10 cents a copy; that everyone take five-year sub¬ 
scriptions to all newspapers in his community; that the price 
of newsprint be cut in half; that ail advertising rates be $2 
a column inch; that all merchants place a three-column six- 
inch ad in each issue of every home newspaper and at least 
a dozen full-page advertisements each year! 

Such an edict might work in Utopia. But this is 
the U. S. A. 

Basic economic laws, like those of nature, can’t be 
repealed through mere legislative fiat.
